i expect more than usual of the rad- 


ical features of weather during Decem- 
ber, immediately following Decem- 
ber 8 Ihe storm forces will increase, the 
temperatures of the week 8 to 13 will 
average lower tlmu usual aud will be 
followed by a great rise. Not much 
ruin or snow about that time. 


My crop weather forecasts for 1907 


will be completed by end of this 
mouth. The corn crop of this year is a 
little larger than i calculated but tbe 
60 days drouth lu the corn belt came 
as predicted, ruining the hay crop, 
damaging the potato crop uud cutting 
short the corn crop iu many places.

The gall- 
eries were packed, the diplomatic gall- 
ery especially, and tbe crowd of dis- 
tinguished visitors entirely overflowed 
the private galleries aud nearly filled 
the seats usually designed to accouio- 
date tbe people. Of course the first 
day's session was productive of nothing 
in particular, this day never Is. .In fact 
the whole of the lime heiwetn now aud 
Christmas will lu all probability, be de- 
voted largely to organizing the two 
bouses and vetting things iu miming 
o der before the Christmas recesf. 


The rumored change that was to 


come about with Senator Plait's resig- 
nation did not materialize, and the 
quiet old gentleman was on hand iu 
his seat as usual. Senator Allison was 
uol there, and bis absence created some 
comment, but His said not to be due 
to serious III health but is simply be- 
cause his physicians have advised him 
to take thii'gs easy at the starteo he 
will not show up until after Christmas, 
when the big-appropriation bills, over 
who*e destinies he presides, will have 
advaujced far enough to warrant his 
personal attention. 


Jt Is not likely that any measures ex- 


cepl the Legislaiive, executive and ju- 
dicial appropriation bill will reach tbe 


• Senate before the Holidays are over. 


There is a greal deal of speculation 


over the legislation thai Congress will 
be able to gel IbMugh iu Ihe brief time 
allowed it during a siiort cession. It is 
generally agreed that the Ship Subsidy 
bill willjbe passed. There is hope also 
in a greal many quarlers lhat the 
Speaker will convent to the passage of 


1 a Rivenuid Harbor Appropriation liill. 
j This will mean picking for nearly every 


Conpret-Bionui dihirict in the country. 
Bucb a bill is u^-u-illy held back till 
toward the end of a session, when the 
Speaker can always use it judiciously 
lo bring reluctant members into line. 


I Representative Burton, of Ohio, Chair- 


man of the River and Harbor Commit- 
tee, is naturally much interested iu tbe 
measure aud has assured the River aud 
Harbor Conitress, which met htre last 
autumn thai he would do all in bis 
power to see a bill paused at this ses- 
sion. Tbe plan of the Eiver and Har- 
bor Cougress is for a widespread and 
systematic scheme of river and hurbor 
improvement, which would Involve an 
outlay of about $50.000,000 annually., 
for several years to Come. 
This Is a 


large amount, but it ii held thnt with 
a reasonably certain fixed appropria- 
tion worts can oe carried on more eco- 
nomically and effectively than when 
it is-left togu«$ '•v>,ik whether or not 
any money will be available to com- 
plete projects already under way. 


There are a number of other measures 


of considerable importance which will 
probably furnish a basis fin a great 
deal of talk. These 
include reform 


currency legislation, the inheritance, 
tax bill and Ihe Philippine tariff.. All 
of them very good measures, tint which 
are not likely lo stand much show dur- 
ing the brief three months session. 


War lalk is coining up again over 


the Japanese situation. 
Most of it 


come* from abroad where foreign pow- 
ers profess to think that the United 
States stands in a very serious pndtlon 
with Japan. Secretary Melcalf, who 
has come back from the Pacific Coast, 
lias made a private report to the Presi- 
dent ou the San Francisco school sit- 
uation, and while he ii not Baying very 
much for publication, it is not believed 
that be takes the situation very much 
lo heart. 


His investigation In Sail Francisco 


showed very conclusively that it will 
be impossible for the Federal Govern- 
ment to force any measure ou the peo- 
ple of tbe coast which they are uot will- 
ing to accept. He has told the Presi- 
dent this much frankly aud be has 
pointed out, moreover, that It would 
not take much federal interference to 
shove the Stale out of the Republican 
column. 
Politically speaking there- 


fore, federal interference 
will be a 


rather ticklish proposition. 
It Is im- 


possible to iniaglue Japan goiugto war 
over anything so trivial as the exclu- 
sion of her children from the white 
schools. This is uot the sort of A prov- 
ocation out of which wars grow. Japan 
has hat,' recent and thorough exper- 
ience of just what war means, aud 
while her showing against Russia was 
undoubtedly surprising aud put her lu 
liue as a first-class power, u is uot 
thought that she would want to pull 
on another fight while her material 
aud 
financial resources • were still so 


seriously strained. 


None of the speculation over Secre- 


tary Shaw's plans has yet developed 
jutt what lhat gentleman will do ou 
his retirement from the Cabinet. Oue 
of the uioHt seriously di&cussed berths 
for him has been a position in one of 
the great financial institutions in New 
York. This may be his course but at 
the same time Secretary Shaw's politi- 
cal aspirations are not lo be entirely 
ueglecled. He slill considers himself 
iu the running for the Presidency, aud 
while he would perhaps be ranked as a 
third choice, his nomination is none 
the less a possibility. Togo into busi- 
ness life hi New York would lake him 
out of the field of politics and it is not 
believed he contemplates such a step 
just now. The outcome of the recent 
campaign iu iowa was ruther a blow 
to his hopes, but it Is said by. some that 
ou retiring from the Cabinet he will In 
all probability go to his home in that 
State and nurse his political boom In 
the belief that lightning may strike iu 
his neighborhood.

There is 
no question of social equality or negro 
domination involved.; 


No more shortsighted policy'can be 


Imagined than In the fancied interest 
«f one cluss to prevent the education 
of another class. 
The white man, if 


h« It wise, will decline to allow the ne- 
groes In a mass to grow to manhood 
(ad womanhood without education. 


"Pra«eh*r> of Mm Olicontint" 
In dealing with both labor and cap- 


ital, wltb the questions affecting both 
corporations and trad«« unions, there 
II one matter more Important toren)em~ 
btr than aught else, and that Is the In- 
finite barm done by preachers of mere 
4licontent. These are the men ivho 
l»«k to eicite a violent elnss hatred 
«glinst all men of wealth. In reality 
they ire the worst enemies of the 
cauie they profess to advocate, just as 
tbe purveyors of sensational slander in 
ntwspaper or magazine are the worst 
•nemies of all men who are engaged in 
an honest effort to better what is bad 
In onr social and governmental condi- 
tions. 


The plain people who think—the me- 


chanics, farmers, merchants, workers 
"with head or hand, the men to whom 
American traditions are dear, who love 
their country and try |y act 'ecently 
hy their neighbors—owe it tw tbem- 
selves to remember that the most dain- 
dging blow that can be given popular 
Fovernment is to elect an unworthy 
find sinister agitator on .1 plntforni of 
Tinloiiee and hypocrisy.

Our industrial development depends 


largely upon technical education, in- 
cluding In thels term nil Industrial edu- 
cation, from that which tits a man to 
be a good mechanic, a good carpenter 
or blacksmith to that which fits a man 
to do the greatest engineering feat.

Tlie only other persons whose wel- 


fare is as vital to the welfare of

I am well aware of how difficult It is

Merchant Marine 


Let me once again call tie attention 


of thf congress to two snbjeicts con- 
cerning which I have frequently be- 
fore communicated with them. One is 
the question of developing American 
ehlpping. I trust that a law embody- 
ing in substance the views expressed 
In the report on this subject laid before 
the house at its last session will be 
passed. 


The Currency 


I especially call your attention to the 


condition of our currency laws.

several years evidence has been accu- 
mulating that additional legislation is 
needed. 
The recurrence of each crop

There must soon be a re- 
vision of them, because to leave them as 
they are means to incur liability of 
business disaster. 


I do not press any especial plan. Va-

followed by 
quickly spreading nre, 


brought disaster to Lyuu, and hard hit

loss of property will eiceed a halt' mil- 
lion of dollars. 


The cause of the disaster was the 


blowing up of an imperfect bUler in the 
four-story shoe factory build:ug of the

company, 'i'lie lire which immediately 
broke out destroyed the llarney plant 
and communicated so quickly with the 
nearby strnctnrt's that

were consumed before the lire 
was. 


checked by the lirenieti, who included 
workers from Lynn aud llostou, Sulem 
ami Saugus. 
Of the Injured only one 


is In a dangerous condition. 


The people of Lynn, as bad as the flre 


was, discuss chietly their escape from 
a calamity, for hud the 
lire 
swept 


through the factory district at an hour 
"when the employes were assembled 
for work the story of the disaster might 
have told a terrible IQS_S of life. 


The explosion occurred just before 


The operatives were due at tlie various 
factories, 
la the list of injured are 


some of those who arrived before the 
usual hour and who were cut off from 
escape by the Hames. lu addition to 
the Haruey company, whose loss is 
placed at &!UO.UOO, the heaviest 
loss 


was felt by the Tufts* Kriendmuii Shoe 
company. 
The. latter company loses 


about £150.<iiiO. Small wooden il welling 


l houses located near the bilniin.u fac- 


tories were food for Ihe llames ami sov- 
prul of (hem had disappeared before 
tne tire wa> checked.

reported had been accounted for as

Building Inspector Cheney expressed 
his opinion that a defective seam in 
the boiler of the Hartley factory wns. 
the actual cause of the trouble, just 
as it was In the case of the explosion 
at nrockton in March. l!)C7i. when the 
blowing up of the boiler at tin- factory 
of H. B. Urover resulted In the death 
of about 00 persons. 


The olliclal Inquiry brought out the 


fact that tlie llarney. boiler was in- 
sured and therefore not amenable to 
state inspection. Under the law. bow- 
ever, insured boilers must

Incontrovertible. 


The. exaggerated twitching of the 


facial muscles In conversation, the oc- 
cailonal tendency of the eye to turn 
outward, tbe weakness of the legs, 
the flabbiness of all muscles, are pre- 
liminary symptoms that give warning 
that a man !• about to break down. 


With the victim of mania— the rnanl- 


tc— the symptoms are often similar to 
those found lu melancholia, though 
generally the disease gives the victim 
an appearance of great elation. The 
eyes are, abnormally bright, the fea- 
tures are alert and tense and an air of 
tremendous excitement Is apparent. 
This Is from a constant fear that some- 
thing la about to happen. 


Another form of Insanity Is prevalent 


among younger persons. 
Excessive 


strain, continual worry or trouble, al- 
lied to a \venkened physical system, 
are the causes. 
It manifests itself 


through the gradual loss of some facul- 
ty that has been all right till now.

alarming symptom and one that should 
be given careful and immediate atten- 
tion. The patient, if taken at the right 
time, may be cured, but not after the 
disease lias got a firm hold on him.

type of insanity. Is almost invariably 
Indicated by a peculiarly self satisfied. 
conceited expression of countenance. 


The patient poses, sneers contemptu- 


ously and iu every way shows his tre- 
mendously "st'nge struck" condition. 
He is absolutely controlled by the 
"ego." Everything to him is "I, 1, I." 
He is a monomaniac with one set Idea, 
a single purpose.— Dr. Graeme II. Ham- 
moud in New York World.

WINGLESS BIRDS.

Pound lu .Veil Zealand. 


An official of the Smilhsonluu Insti- 


tution was recently spef.king of some 
»f the wingless birds of New Zealand. 
"Those wingless birds have always 
been of especial Interest to me." he 
said. 
".Nowhere else than In theh 


native land could they have survived 
for that ii the only land in which uo 
destructive animals are to be found. 
Heing unable to fly, they could not 
have escaped from swift hunting ani- 
mals, If any there had been. And In 
this connection it is interesting to note 
that lu all probability the kakapo, 01 
great ground parrot, once had the use 
of Its whijjs, but, being a gra« seel 
feeder and fliumig no enemies on the 
ground, it in a process of evolution lost 
its ability to fly, though able to run 
very swiftly. These birds are so gen- 
tle and so unconscious of having any 
enemies that if a person sit down near 
one it will presently tuck its head un- 
der its wing and go to sleep. 
They 


only breed once in two years, and the 
mother bird mrpfnll.v hides the nest 
from her mate, though why is not 
known. 


"Tilt wcta, or wood hen, is another 


specially 
luti>restlng species of 
the 


VitiglM« Mrds. These birds mate for 
llfo a*l ffke turn about lu hatching 
and watchih;- the brood. One of the 
pair fc.never absent from the nest, the 
one on duty beinj,' supplied with food 
by the other. There Is something al- 
most human lu the Ki^ht of a male 
wekii leading his family out for a 
stroll on the beach when the tide is 
low. 


"Another is the roa. which is distin- 


guished by a remarkable beak. long. 
slender and slightly curved. The roa, 
like the kakapo, is a night bird, and Its 
chief food is earthworms. Its sight is 
very poor, and ; may often be seen 
standing in the moonlight with the tip 
of its beak resting upon the ground, 
apparently listening or feeling for the 
vibrations of a worm's movements. 
The male of the roa does all the hatch- 
ing, 
and the young birds come from 


the shell with nil their feather*, mini- 
atures of their parents and with ap- 
parently all their intelligence, as they 
at once start out to s^nrch for food 
and seem 'o rc(]ii:r» no instruction as 
to the he-it places to nnd it."- New 
York Herald.
